Proceedings  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Associates  in 

Philadelphia. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Associates  in  Philadel¬ 
phia  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Commission,  met  at  the  office 
of  the  Chairman,  H.  Binney,  Jr.,  on  Monday,  November 
11th,  1861,  at  7J  o’clock,  P.  M. 

Present,  all  the  members,  viz: 

Messrs.  M.  "W.  Baldwin,  II.  A.  Boardman,  John  C.  Cres- 
son,  J.  I.  Clark  Hare,  E.  Hartshorne,  Jno.  F.  Meigs,  Sami. 
Powel,  Thomas  T.  Tasker,  and — 

H.  Binney,  Jr.,  in  the  Chair. 

Hr.  E.  Hartshorne,  was  requested  to  act  as  Secretary. 

The  Chairman  stated  that  the  Committee  had  been  ap¬ 
pointed  in  accordance  with  certain  resolutions  adopted  by 
the  Philadelphia  Associates  of  the  U.  S.  Sanitary  Com¬ 
mission  at  a  meeting  held  November  7th,  1861. 

Also,  That  the  Committee  had  been  called  together  for 
the  purpose  of  adopting  a  plan  of  organization  for  the  Asso¬ 
ciates  of  the  Commission  in  Philadelphia,  as  directed  by  the 
resolutions  under  which  they  were  appointed. 

These  resolutions  were  then  read  from  the  minutes  of  the 
meeting  of  Associates,  by  the  Secretary,  to  the  following 
effect : 

I.  Resolved.  That  an  Executive  Committee  of  nine  Asso¬ 
ciates,  of  whom  three  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  shall  be 
appointed  with  power  to  add  to  their  number,  to  carry  into 
effect  and  report  a  plan  of  organization. 
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2.  Resolved.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  instructed 
to  include  in  the  plan  of  organization,  the  power  to  appoint 
additional  Associates  for  Pennsylvania  of  the  Central  Body, 
a  Committee  on  Finance,  a  Committee  on  Hospital  Supplies, 
a  Medical  and  Sanitary  Committee  to  act  upon  all  questions 
relating  to  hospital  location,  administration  and  supplies; 
also  to  include  in  said  plan  such  other  measures  and  regu¬ 
lations  as  the  Executive  Committee  may  deem  advisable  in 
order  to  effect  the  general  purposes  of  the  Association. 

8.  Resolved.  That  the  Executive  Committee  be  authorized 
to  appeal  to  the  public. 

4.  Resolved.  That  the  members  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  be  appointed  by  the  Chairman  of  the  meeting,  at  his 
leisure. 

These  resolutions  having  been  fully  considered  by  the 
Committee,  it  was  unanimously  agreed  that  the  Executive 
Committee  bad  the  power  to  appoint  additional  Associates, 
and  that  the  following  gentlemen  should  be  appointed. 

(A  full  list  of  the  Associates  at  the  present  time  is  ap¬ 
pended.) 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Tasker,  it  was 

Resolved.  That  the  Committee  proceed  to  the  nomination 
of  members  of  a  Committee  on  Finance,  of  a  Committee  on 
Hospital  Supplies,  and  of  a  Committee  on  Medical  and 
Sanitary  Inspection,  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  a  plan  of 
organization  as  required  by  the  second  resolution  adopted 
at  the  meeting  of  Associates.

Resolved,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Finance  Com¬ 
mittee  to  make  an  appeal  to  the  citizens  of  Pennsylvania, 
for  funds,  in  response  to  the  late  application  from  the  U.  S. 
Sanitary  Commission. 

The  Committe  then  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  the  same 
hour  and  place  on  Wednesday,  the  13th  of  the  month. 
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The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Philadelphia  Associates  of 
the  Sanitary  Commission,  met  at  the  office  of  H.  Binney, 
Jr.,  Wednesday  evening,  November  13th,  1861,  at  7| 
o’clock.

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting,  held  November  11th, 
1861,  were  read  and  approved  as  corrected. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Cresson,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  a  statement  of  the  proceedings  of  this 
Committee  be  prepared  and  printed  for  distribution  among 
the  Associates. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baldwin,  it  was 

Resolved ,  That  a  Treasurer  shall  be  appointed  who  shall 
receive  the  money  collected  by  the  Finance  Committee,  and 
shall  disburse  the  same  under  the  orders  of  the  Executive 
Committee. 

It  was  then 

Resolved ,  That  Caleb  Cope,  Esq.,  be  appointed  Treasurer. 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Cresson, 

Dr.  E.  Hartshorne  was  appointed  the  Secretary  of  the 
Executive  Committee. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Baldwin,  it  was 

Resolved,  That  the  Executive  Committee  shall  meet,  at 
any  time,  at  the  call  of  the  Chairman  or  of  any  three  of  its 
members. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Cresson,  it  was 
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Resolved ,  That  a  general  meeting  of  the  Associates  may 
be  called,  at  any  time,  by  the  Executive  Committee,  on  its 
own  motion  ;  or  such  meeting  shall  be  called  by  the  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Executive  Committee,  whenever  requested  by 
live  of  the  Associates.
